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New Station 
Boosts Area 
Gas Supply 


CHOOSE WHILE OUR SELECTION IS STILL COMPLETE 


Newsmen from throughout 
Southern California got a 
preview look at a $3.5 mil¬ 
lion compressor station at 
Needles, Calif., which later 
this month will boost the 
Southland's supply of natu¬ 
ral gas well beyond the one 
billion cubic feet a day 
mark. 

On a 60-acre site near the 
California-Arizona border 
town of Needles, prepara¬ 
tions were being made to 
start four 2,000 - horsepower 
gas turbo-charged compres¬ 
sors which will send addi¬ 
tional millions of cubic feet 
of natural gas pouring 
through the distribution 
systems of the Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia and Southern Coun¬ 
ties Gas Companies. 

With the start of operation 
of the new compressor sta¬ 
tion, the Needles pipeline 
will go into full operation as 
the third major artery bring¬ 
ing natural gas from mid- 
continent sources to homes, 
business and industries in 
Southern California. 

The Needles pipeline will 
add a designated capacity 
of 227.6 million cubic feet of 
gas a day to the capacity of 
the other two existing lines 
of over 800 million cubic 
feet, thus providing an as¬ 
sured out-of-state gas supply 
of over one billion cubic feet 
daily. The other two 30-inch 
lines originate at Blythe on 
the state border. 

In addition to touring the 
Needles Compressor Station, 
newsmen inspected the 
world’s largest metering sta¬ 
tion, located near Topoek on 
the Colorado River and own¬ 
ed by El Paso Natural Gas 
Co. This station measures 
the gas delivered by the El 
Paso firm to natural gas dis¬ 
tributing companies in Cali¬ 
fornia.

Most adults 
will be relieved of mild to 
moderate discomfort with 
10 grains, which is two 
standard adult tablets. In¬ 
crease of this dose may 
bring slightly added relief if 
10 grains is not effective, 
but the limit is reached very 
soon where additional as¬ 
pirin does no further good.

SPARERIBS 1 

4 lbs. farmer style spare- , 

ribs 

Salt, pepper. Accent 
1 clove garlic minced 
1/4 cup soy sauce 
1/4 cup brown sugar 
1/2 tsp. ground ginger I 

1 large onion 

1 large green pepper 

2 tbs. cooking oil 

1 tbs. com starch 

2 tbs. cider vinegar 

1 (No. 2) can pineapple 
chunks, drained 
Cut spareribs into serving 
pieces and sprinkle lightly 
with salt, pepper and Ac¬ 
cent. Place in a shallow pan 
and roast uncovered at 
425°F. for 30 minutes. Drain 
off fat and reduce oven heat 
to 350°F.. 

Mix garlic with soy sauce, 
brown sugar and ginger. 
Pour evenly over the ribs. 
Peel onion, cut in eighths, 
cut each eighth in half, sep¬ 
arate into layers. Cut green 
pepper into similar size 
pieces. Cook and stir vege¬ 
tables in heated oil until 
shiny (it takes only a min¬ 
ute or so). Mix cornstarch 
with vinegar and 1 cup of 
pineapple syrup. Add to pan 
and cook, stirring until 
sauce becomes transparent. 

Add pineapple chunks, 
pour over ribs. Bake uncov¬ 
ered fcr 45 minutes to an 
hour until ribs are tender, 
turning and basting occa¬ 
sionally. 

With this dish, Mrs. Straus 
serves rice and the follow¬ 
ing vegetable. 

CHINESE GREENS 

1 pkg. fresh chop suey 
mixed greens 

4 tbs. butter or peanut •: il 

2 tbs. soy sauce 
1/4 tsp. Accent 

2 tbs. water 
1 tbs. corn starch 
Heat butter or oil in a 
large sauce pan or skillet 
with a tight lid. Add cleaned 
greens (Chinese cabbage, 
celery and onion may be 
used instead of the mixed 
greens). Cover and cook 
about 4 minutes. Mix Ac¬ 
cent, water, soy sauce and 
corn starch until it is 
smooth. Stir into vegetables 
and cook, stirring all of the 
time until sauce thickens. 
Serve immediately. You’ll 
notice that there is very lit¬ 
tle cooking time.
